Ince my laft we have this farther Account of Carrick- Fergus, That 
before rhe Surrender of the place, Duke Schomberg having advan- 
ced his Trenches, and ſeveral Breaches being made by the Can- 
nag trom the Frigats to the Sea-wards, and the Bombs having done con- 
ſiderable damage by Land, upon cle Town,*the Enemies Hearts begun 
ro fail, and bear a Parley ; upon which ſome of the Exgliſh Army peace- 
ably aJlvancing to capiculate, the treacherous 7riſþ fired upon them, and 
killed near Sixty of our Mza 3 upon which Duke Schomberg declared, 
He would give n>ne of them Quarter ; but being informed ſome hun- 
dreds of Proteſtants were there in durance, and having compaſſion for 
them, gave them the Terms me=ntioned in my laſt, and conveyed them 
Three Miles from the Town, which'was.as far.as he was obliged ; bur 
they had not marched above Three Miles further , when the Scotch of 
the Country, even the Women, fell upon-them, the former difarming 
chem, the latter recovered what they had plundered them of before , 
and fo let them g5 towards Charlemont ; which place his Grace Duke 
Schamberg intends to take in,being upon his March towards Dublin,having 
only the Newry-Pa%, and Drogheda to take ; the Iriſh daily imploring 
his Protefion as he marches. The Exmtilling Patty have over-run all 
Connaught, except Athloan and Galaway, which is indeed a ſtrong place. 
By a Veſſel arrived at Liverpool, on Saturdgy laſt, who'left-Dublin. 
the Week before, being a Ship of Mr. Thomas BelPs, an eminent Mer- 
chant in Dablix, and a good Proteſtanr, wherein was his. Wife, and
